We met a farmer friend of ours recently who 
showed us an interesting souvenir — a heavy porce¬ 
lain insulator, broken in three pieces, obviously ffom 
the impact of a .22 bullet or similar missile. The story 
he told us concerned an event of some weeks or 
months previous — a soaking rain, a power line out 
for hours, cows unmilked, supper uncooked, house get¬ 
ting cold (no power for forced air heating equipment), 
no radio reception, no water for house or livestock 
(except rain water) and, worst of all, no light. No 
great or lasting damage was done in this case, but 
two towns and a large number of farms suffered great 
inconvenience and were exposed to considerable dang¬ 
er. Even fire sirens were useless during the period of 
power failure. And all because some nitwit could not 
resist the temptation to shoot at a power line insul¬ 
ator. . 

We could go on and draw a picture of more ser¬ 
ious consequences — a hospital without light or pow¬ 
er, frozen foods ruined in refrigerators, a line man in¬ 
jured in attempting repairs in a storm — but these 
things, all quite.possible, just didn’t occur at this time; 
it was only a lot of inconvenience for everybody con¬ 
cerned. Youngsters turned loose with a .22 without ad¬ 
equate instruction in the use of firearms are undoubt¬ 
edly responsible for many of these instances — we be¬ 
lieve they cause the majority of such breaks. But it 
would not be truthful or fair to blame the youngsters 
entirely — teenagers and adults all old enough to 
have a lot more sense are sometimes responsible for 
these line breaks, which are inconvenient for every¬ 
body and costly both for utility companies and con¬ 
sumers. Much thought has been directed at a remedy 
for ti.e nuisance but not too much success has been 
obtained in coping with it. Schools attempt a certain 
amount of education of children although we some¬ 
times Ihink the effort should be directed at the par¬ 
ents instead; but we can find a lot of sympathy for 
the power companies which are now charging the of¬ 
fenders with every charge they can hope to make 
stick in an effort to eliminate, once and for all, the 
dangerous nuisance resulting from insulator target 
practice. —Leduc Representative.

Tillage and Conservation 

A completely protected soil 
through the whole cycle of crop¬ 
ping and summerfallow is an ideal 
that can be closely approached 
with wise choice and operation of 
implements. Under supervision of 
D. Tracy Anderson, Ag -onomist at 
the Lethbridge Experimental Sta¬ 
tion, much thought and effort 
have gone during the past four 
years to the study of the 'effect of 
tillage on trash co/er and soil 
protection. 

Tillage implements vary in their 
retention of surface-protecting 
trash. At Lethbridge they found 
that after three strokes on sum¬ 
merfallow the blade cultivator con 
served 70 per cent or more of the 
original surface cover, the heavy 
duty cultivator about 62 per cent, 
and the duckfoot cultivator about 
57 per cent. 

The one-way disc 'buried about 
50 per cent of the surface mater* 
ial with each stroke, so that after’ 
three strokes there was only about 
32 per cent of trash left on the 
surface. With the flexible one way 
harrow 18 to 20 per cent remained 
after three strokes under normal 
operating conditions. 

Another,point of interest is that 
v-hil<\s£mi“ implements bury the 
trgsh, iofners after.the first oper¬ 
ation tend to bring it back to the 
surface. Types of the latter are 
the subsurface cultivators includ¬ 
ing the rod weeder. Where a disc 
type implement was used for the 
first stroke, and a blade type cult¬ 
ivator, heavy duty cultivator or 
rod weeder for subsequent strokes, 
as much as 60 per cent of the or¬ 
iginal cover has been conserved. 

Which is the best implement to 
use? That depends. In years of 
light crop >6u will want to con¬ 
serve all the surface trash you 
can. In a year of heavy straw you 
may be glad to bury some- of it. 
” Conditions mean much, but the 
work that Mr. Anderson is doing 
is giving us a‘deeper insight into 
just what we can expect of the 
various implements, and a know¬ 
ledge that we. can use as circum¬ 
stances warrant.

They represent a 3814 percent 
increase over the 70 lives lost in 
traffic accidents in the first seven 
months of 1952. The total number 
ol accidents in that period last 
year was 7,479. Last month there 
were 1,505 traffic accidents result 
ing in 15 fatalities. 

That isn’t by any means the 
whole picture of the tragedy and 
heart break on paved, gravel and 
dirt roads of the province. * 

More than 2. times as many per 
sons were injured as were killed 
in traffic accidents. Many of the 
2,100 persons, who required hospi¬ 
tal treatment, still looked up from 
hospital beds weeks and some¬ 
times months after the accident. 

While it is true that the major¬ 
ity of the injured require only 
emergency treatment and probal^ 
ly are discharged without seeing 
more than the emergency ward, 
ol hers must go through many long 
days of treatment, suffering not 
only H^n/TRbir injuries but from 
logURwages and piling up hospit- 
/I and medical bills for themselves 
the insurance company or the 
state. 

Take the case of one 34-year-old 
Alberta woman. Struck down by a 
car as she was crossing a city 
street last May, she still is in hos¬ 
pital, three months later. Her in¬ 
juries? She is being treated for a 
fractured skull, a fractured pelvis, 
fractured elbow, ruptured bladder 
and deep lacerations requiring su¬ 
tures and skin grafts. 

The bill for ^treatment <0 date is 
about $1,500.

in the latter two*, the remainder 


were in Alberta’s smaller centres 
and on the open highway-in 4,138 
( accidents. With a total of 2,100 in¬ 
jured in the province. 1,442 were 
injured on highways and in towns 
and villages. 

Again we must turn to the'U.S. 
Safety Council’s 1952 statistics to 
.throw some light on these acci¬ 
dents. In these figures rural areas 
‘exclude cities, towns and villages. 

The council found that' 32 per¬ 
cent of all traffic deaths resulted 
from. collisions in rural areas. 
Twenty percent of the collisions 
were head-on or side-swipe from 
the front. But the statistics also 
show a collision is not needed to 
bring death on the road. Twenty- 
six percent of U S. accidents were 
in rural areas and no collisions oc¬ 
curred. Cars overturned or motor¬ 
ists drove off the roadway at turns 
or when they fell asleep at the 
wheel. Collisions with railroad 
trains qnly accounted for about 
three percent of the fatalities. 

Where possible the council de¬ 
termined the driver violations 
which contributed to the deaths. 
They found that excessive speed
